OF  THE 

UNIVERSITY  OF  BISHOP'S  COLLEGE 

Will  begin  their  fourteenth  Session  on  Wednesday,  the  first  day  of 
October,  1884. 

The  regular  lectures  wUl  commence  on  that  day  at  9  a.m.  and,  ex- 
cept during  Xmas  vacation,  will  continue  regularly  till  the  end  of 
March. 

The  Faculty  aim  at  imparting  a  thoroughly  practical  medical  educa- 
tion, and  their  facilities  for  doing  so  are  in  many  respects  unequalled 
in  Canada.  In  addition  to  the  regular  courses  of  didactic  lectures, 
students  have  the  advantage  of  extensive  and  varied  hospital  privileges. 

In  the  General  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries,  abundant  material  is 
available  for  clinical  instruction,  while  in  the  Women's  Department  of 
the  Western  Hospital  special  opportunities  are  afforded  for  the  practi- 
cal study  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology. 

On  account  of  the  increasing  importance  of  certain  branches  of 
study,  a  re-arrangement  of  the  curriculum  has  been  found  necessary ; 
the  Faculty  hope  that  the  alterations  which  have  been  made  will  bene- 
fit the  students  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

The  College  building  contains  three  large  lecture  rooms,  one  of 
which  has  been  specially  fitted  up  for  Physiology,  several  smaller  lec- 
ture  rooms  for  practical  chemistry,  histology,  etc.,  and  a  large,  airy, 
well-lighted  dissecting  room  at  the  top  of  the  building,  isolated  from 
the  rest  of  the  class-rooms.  Under  the  new  Anatomy  Act  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,ample  material  for  dissection  is  provided  at  a  moderate 
rate. 

This  Faculty  is  recognized  by  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Eng- 
land, the  Royal  College  of  Physicians,  London,  and  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians,  Edinburgh  ;  the  class  tickets  for  the  various  courses  are 
accepted  by  these  Colleges  as  qualifying  candidates  for  examination. 
Students  who  have  matriculated  and  afterwards  attended  a  four  years' 
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course  in  this  University  can  present  themselves  at  once  before  any 
of  these  bodies  for  examination.  The  attention  of  those  who  desire 
to  go  to  Great  Britian  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  diploma  from 
any  of  these  examining  bodies  is  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  amount 
of  Hospital  attendance  required  by  some  of  them  is  greater  than  that 
required  for  graduation  in  Canada. 

Convocations  for  the  conferring  of  medical  degrees  are  held  in 
Montreal  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  session. 


HOSPITAL  PRACTICE. 

Montreal  is  particularly  rich  in  the  facilities  which  it  affords  for 
hospital  practice — the  factories  and  shipping  furnishing  a  constant 
and  varied  supply  of  surgical  cases. 

The  Mojitreal  General  Hospital  (220  beds)  is  situated  within  a  few 
minutes'  walk  of  the  College,  and  is  visited  daily  by  three  physicians 
and  three  surgeons,  besides  an  ophthalmic  surgeon.  It  affords  equal 
advantages  to  students  of  all  Medical  Colleges  for  obtaining  a  practi- 
cal knowledge  of  every  department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  A  wing 
used  as  a  Children's  Hospital  will  greatly  assist  students  in  the  study 
of  diseases  of  children.  A  special  department  for  the  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  under  the  care  of  the  ophthalmic  surgeon, 
will  give  students  facilities  for  their  study.  The  large  number  of  out 
patients  enables  the  physicians  in  attendance  to  impart  instruction  by 
selecting  cases  presenting  variety  of  symptoms  and  points  of  com- 
parison and  contrast.  Practice  can  be  obtained  in  auscultation,  the 
use  of  the  laryngoscope,  the  ophthalmoscope,  and  other  means  of 
physical  diagnosis.  Abundant  opportunities  are  furnished  for  the 
study  of  diseases  of  women.  Clinical  instruction  is  given  daily,  and 
all  operations  performed  in  the  presence  of  the  students. 

The  Montreal  Dispensary,  with  a  staff  of  six  attending  physicians 
and  an  oculist,  has  an  average  daily  attendance  of  about  forty-five 
patients.  Being  in  close  proximity  to  the  manufacturing  district  of  the 
city,  it  has  a  large  number  of  minor  accidents  brought  to  it  for  attention, 
thus  giving  excellent  opportunity  for  the  practice  of  minor  surgery — 
such  as  dressing  wounds,  bandaging,  strapping,  application  of  splints, 
&c.    The  student  will  have  every  facility  afforded  him  for  acquiring 
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practical  knowledge,  by  auscultation  and  percussion,  of  diseases  of  the 
chest,  which  forms  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases  seen  here.  A 
very  large  number  of  cases  of  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  treated  at 
this  institution,  and  students  will  be  practically  taught  the  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope. 

In  practical  pharmacy  the  student  has  great  advantages.  The  dis- 
pensing department  is  in  charge  of  a  licensed  pharmacist,  and  students 
are  permitted  to  dispense  under  his  supervision.  Many  useful  and 
practical  hints  in  the  compounding  of  drugs,  as  well  as  their  doses, 
are  thereby  acquired.  CHnical  instruction  will  be  given  by  several  of 
the  attending  physicians  on  the  more  important  cases  which  may  pre- 
sent themselves. 

The  Western  Hospital  (50  beds)  is  attended  by  a  staff  of  eight 
physicians,  all  of  whom  are  members  of  this  faculty.  It  is  divided 
into  two  distinct  departments  ;  a  lying-in  department,  directly  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  Professor  of  Obstetrics,  and  a  gynaecologi- 
cal department  for  the  treatment  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women.  This 
latter  is  attended  daily  by  two  members  of  the  staff.  There  is  also  a 
daily  clinic  at  12  a.m.  of  diseases  peculiar  to  women,  which  furnishes 
advantages  to  students  desirous  of  successfully  studying  uterine  and 
other  diseases  peculiar  to  females.  The  Obstetrical  department  offers 
greater  facilities  to  the  students  of  this  College  who  may  wish  to  attend 
cases  of  accouchment  than  can  be  offered  by  any  other  medical 
school  in  Canada. 

The  Hotel  Dieu  and  St.  Patrick's  Hospital  (175  beds)  are  within 
easy  access  from  the  College.  They  are  visited  daily  at  noon,  and 
allow  equal  privileges  to  all  students.  A  large  amount  of  surgery  is 
to  be  seen  at  this  Hospital. 

According  to  the  Medical  Act  of  1879,  order  to  register  a 
diploma  in  Medicine  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  a  license,  it  is  necessary  that  all  students  commencing  the 
study  of  Medicine  after  that  date,  before  doing  so,  must  pass  a  pre- 
liminary examination  before  the  examiners  appointed  by  the  Board, 
or  produce  a  certificate  of  having  passed  an  equivalent  preliminary 
examination  before  a  College  or  Licensing  Board  recognized  by  the 
.  "Provincial  Medical  Board,"  elsewhere  than  in  the  Province  of 
Quebec.  It  is  also  absolutely  i\ecessary  that  the  student  shall  attend 
College  during  three  full  six  months'  sessions,  and  of  these  he  is  obliged 
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to  attend  one  session  during  the  first  year  succeeding  his  obtaining  the 
certificate  of  qualification  to  study  ;  further,  before  obtaining  his 
Diploma  he  must  have  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  Medicine  during 
a  period  of  not  less  than  four  years,  that  is  to  say,  every  student  who 
begins  the  study  of  Medicine  after  1879  must  spend  six  months  at 
some  recognized  Medical  College  during  his  first  year, — one  year  of 
the  following  three  years  may  be  spent  in  studying  with  a  medical 
practitioner — the  other  two  (/.(?.,  three  years  in  all)  he  must  study  at 
College, 

Students  intending  to  practice  in  Ontario  are  required  by  the  medi- 
cal Council  of  that  Province  to  pass  their  preliminary  examination 
before  commencing  the  study  of  Medicine.  Students  who  have 
passed  the  necessary  preliminary  examination  recognized  by  the 
Ontario  Medical  Council  will  not  be  required  to  pass  a  further  preli- 
minary examination  in  this  University. 

Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the  importance  of  passing  the 
matriculation  examination  in  the  spring,  as  four  full  years  of  profes- 
sional study  are  required  from  the  date  of  matriculation  before  a 
provincial  license  is  granted,  either  in  Ontario  or  Quebec. 


SUCGESTIONS  TO  STUDEN  1 S. 

Although  out  of  the  four  years'  study  only  three  sessions  are  required 
to  be  spent  at  college,  it  is  advisable  that  the  entire  period  of  four 
years  be  devoted  to  attendance  on  lectures  during  session,  in  which 
case  the  student  is  recommended  to  attend  as  follows  (paying  special 
attention  to  Practical  Anatomy  during  the  first  two  years)  :

Students  who  can  attend  the  Montreal  General  Hospital  during  the 
Summer  will  find  it  greatly  to  their  advantage  to  do  so.    The  smaller 
number  of  students  then  in  attendance  permits  of  greater  facilities  to 
those  attending  for  acquiring  information.    Clinical  instruction  will 
be  given  at  the  Hospital  by  Professors  Simpson  and  Cameron. 

Dresserships  can  be  obtained  by  making  an  early  application. 

An  annus  medicus,  or  Medical  Session,  is  constituted  by  at  least 
two  full  courses  of  120  lectures  each,  or  by  one  such  course,  and  two 
courses  of  60  lectures  each,  with  previous  enregistration. 

Students  are  required  to  enregister  their  names  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  session.  The  registration  book  of  the  College  will  be 
closed  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

Students  of  this  University  who  do  not  reside  in  the  city,  on  appli- 
cation to  the  Registrar,  will  be  furnished  with  certificates,  which, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Railway  authorities,  will  entitle  them  to 
return  tickets  from  Montreal  at  greatly  reduced  rates.

Each  candidate  is  examined  in  writing  and  viva  voce.  The

Botany  and  Hygiene.  The  subjects  of  the  final  examinations  are  ■ 
Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Pathology,  Obstetrics,  Gynecology, 
Medical  Jurisprudence  (this  latter  may  be  passed  at  the  end  of  the 
third  session)  Clinical  Medicine  and  Clinical  Surgery. 

Students  are  at  liberty  to  present  themselves  for  examination  on 
Botany  at  the  end  of  their  first  session. 

Students  who  have  passed  their  Examination  on  Botany,  and  have 
attended  two  complete  courses  on  any  of  the  primary  subjects, 
may  be  admitted  to  exammation  on  these  subjects  at  the  end  of  their 
second  year. 

Students  who  have  passed  the  examination  on  all  the  primary  sub- 
jects may  be  admitted  to  the  examinations  on  Medical  Jurisprudence 
at  the  end  of  their  third  year. 

Students  who  have  passed  their  examination  on  all  the  Primary 
subjects  will  be  admitted  to  the  final  examination  at  the  end  of 
their  fourth  year.

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 

BY 

Professor  McConnell. 

This  course  of  lectures  takes  into  consideration  the  various 
drugs  and  therapeutical  agents  employed  in  the  treatment  of  disease, 
and  will  include  the  following  subjects  : 

The  origin,  characters,  properties,  constituents,  actions,  medi- 
cinal uses,  officinal  preparations,  and  doses  of  the  various  Pharma- 
cological remedies,  with  allusion  to  their  incompatibles,  synergists  and 
antagonists. 

A  description  of  the  various  forms  in  which  medicines  are  exhibited 
with  explanations  regarding  the  advantages  of  each  modification. 

The  routes  by  which  medicines  are  introduced  into  the  organism, 
with  a  description  of  the  instruments  employed  and  how  to  use  them. 

The  action  and  therapy  of  such  remedies  as  electricity,  water,  heat 
and  CDld,  air,  massage,  etc.,  will  also  be  included. 

The  most  prominent  feature  of  the  course  will  be  the  consideration 
of  the  physiological  actions  of  remedies,  so  that  the  student  may  more 
intelligently  comprehend  their  therapeutical  application,  which  will 
receive  the  fullest  attention. 
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The  art  of  prescribing  and  writing  prescriptions  will  also  be  dis- 
cussed ;  a  few  lectures  will  be  given  on  the  appropriate  alimentation  of 
children  and  adults  in  health,  and  during  various  diseased  conditions. 

The  order  of  delivering  the  lectures  will  accord  with  the  following 
classification,  which  is  based  on  the  actions  of  remedies. 

I.  Neurotics. 

II.  Eccritics. 

III.  Haematics. 

IV.  Topical  medicines. 

The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  dried  plants  from  the  herbarium, 
plates,  microscopical  preparations,  and  a  complete  cabinet  of  speci- 
mens, etc.,  etc.

Students  will  be  shown  the  different  methods  of  hardening  and 
softening,  of  staining  and  injecting  the  tissues  for  microscopical  inves- 
tigation, how  to  make  sections,  how  to  mount  and  preserve  the  spe- 
cimens, etc.  * 


CHEMISTRY,  AND  CHEMICAL  PHYSICS. 

BY 

Professor  Donald, 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  impart  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
elements  of  Physics  and  a  more  extensive  knowledge  of  Chemistry. 

Physics — Heat,  light  and  sound  will  be  briefly  treated,  whilst 
Electricity  from  its  greater  practical  importance  will  receive  more 
attention. 
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Chemistry  will  occupy  the  greater  part  of  the  time  allotted  to  this 
course.  In  Inorganic  Chemistry  the  principal  elements,  non-metallic 
and  metallic,  with  their  important  compounds  will  be  discussed. 

In  Organic  Chemistry  the  Carbon  compounds  will  be  grouped  and 
mode  of  preparation  and  properties  of  those  employed  in  Medicine 
and  the  Arts  will  be  fully  explained. 

The  lectures  throughout  will  be  illustrated  by  diagrams  and  speci- 
mens and  by  experiments  for  which  the  College  possesses  a  very  good 
collection  of  apparatus. 

In  Chemistry  the  elements  and  compounds  of  special  interest  to 
students  in  Medicine  and  Pharmacy  will  receive  particular  attention.

DESCRIPTIVE  AND  SURGICAL  ANATOMY. 

BY 

Professor  Gaherty. 


Every  day,  except  Saturday,  at  5  p.m. 

This  course  of  Lectures  will  embrace  a  minute  and  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  various  systems  of  which  the  Human  Body  is  composed 
severally,  and  their  relations  to  each  other  and  to  the  more  practical 
points  in  Surgery. 

Reference  will  be  made,  as  occasion  offers,  to  Surgical  Diseases,  and 
the  relative  position  of  parts  will  be  dwelt  upon,  so  as  to  embrace  Re- 
gional Anatomy.  The  lectures  will  be  iliustrated  by  careful  dissections 
preparations,  plates,  etc.,  and  every  anatomical  fact  will  be  thoroughly 
demonstrated  to  the  class.    They  will  be  delivered  as  follows  : 
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I.  Osseous  System  and  Joints. — This  includes  a  descrijDtion  of 
the  several  bones  composing  the  Skeleton,  and  of  the  Ligaments  con- 
necting them  together  so  as  to  form  the  Joints. 

II.  Muscular  System. — The  attachment  and  function  of  Muscles, 
their  action  in  regard  to  fractured  bones,  and  their  position  as  guides 
to  Surgical  operation  will  be  pointed  out.  In  this  part  will  also  be 
given  the  Anatomy  of  the  Perineum  and  of  Inguinal  and  Femoral 
Hernia. 

III.  Vascular  System. — Arteries  and  Veins.  The  course  and 
relations  of  arteries  and  their  more  frequent  peculiarities.  Regional 
Anatomy  will  be  described  in  this  part  of  the  course. 

IV.  Nervous  System.— Comprising  the  Brain,  Spinal  Cord,  Cere- 
bro-Spinal  Nerves  and  Sympathetic. 

V.  Visceral  System. — The  relative  position  of  the  different  vis- 
cera of  the  thoracic,  abdominal  and  pelvic  cavities  will  be  explained 
and  illustrated  by  sections  made  on  frozen  subjects. 

VI.  The  anatomy  of  the  Eye  and  Ear  will  also  be  described  and 
llustrated.

To  teach  the  application  of  Sanitary  Science  to  questions  concern- 
ing Public  Health. 

To  afford  rules  for  the  conduct  of  the  Medical  Practitioner  in  Sani- 
tary Inquiries. 

To  inculcate  the  use  of  suitable  Hygienic  Measures  in  the  preven- 
tion and  arrest  of  Contagious  Diseases. 
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To  confer  such  knowledge  of  the  principle  of  State  Medicine  as  it 
is  desirable  that  every  medical  man  should  possess. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  important  subjects  that  will  be 
treated : 

Food— Digestibility—  Adulterations—  Diseases  connected  with 
food. 

Water — The  effects  of  impurities  on  public  health.

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STATUTES 

OF  THE 

UNIVERSITY  OF  BISHOP'S  COLLEGE, 

RELATIVE  TO  GRADUATION  IN  MEDICINE  AND  SURGERY. 

I.  .  The  medical  degrees  of  this  University  are— Master  of  Surgery  (CM.)  and 
Doctor  in  Medicine  (M.D.).  The  degree  of  Master  of  Surgery  is  not  conferred  on 
any  person  who  does  not  also  at  the  same  time  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  in 
Medicine. 

II.  The  preliminary  examinations  shall  be  upon  the  following  branches  of  extra 
medical  education,  viz.,  English,  French,  Arithmetic,  Algebra,  Geometry,  History 
Belle- Lettres,  and  one  of  the  following  optional  subjects,  Greek,  Natural  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  which  examination  each  student  will  have  to  undergo  prior  to 
the  commencement  of  his  medical  studies. 

III.  No  one  can  be  admitted  for  examination  for  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Sur- 
gery and  Doctor  in  Medicine  who  has  not  been  engaged  in  medical  and  surgical 
study  for  four  years;  but  a  certificate  of  having  studied  one  full  year  with  a  duly 
licensed  practitioner  will  reduce  the  period  of  study  at  the  University  to  three 
sessions. 

ly.  At  the  commencement  of  every  session  each  .student  must  enroll  his  name 
and  residence  in  the  register  of  the  Medical  Faculty,  and  obtain  from  the  Registrar 
a  ticket  of  enregistration. 

V.  The  Matriculation  Books  of  the  Registrar  shall  be  closed  on  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year. 

VI.  No  student  can  obtain  his  ticket  from  any  of  the  professors  without  having 
previously  obtained  his  ticket  of  registration. 

VII.  Every  candidate  for  graduation  in  Medicine  and  Surgery  must  give  suffi- 
cient evidence,  by  certificates — 

1 .  That  he  has  attended  two  six  months'  courses  of  lectures  on  each  of  the  fol- 

lowing departments  of  Medical  science  : — General  or  Descriptive  Anatomy, 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Mid- 
wifery and  the  Diseases  of  Children,  Chemistry,  Physiology,  Materia 
Medica. 

2.  That  he  has  attended  one  six  months'  course  of  Pathology  and  Medical 

Jurisprudence,  two  three  months'  courses  of  Gynecology,  one  three  months' 
course  each  of  Botany,  of  Hygiene  and  of  Practical  Chemistry  and  also  a 
course  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  demonstrations  upon  Microscopic 
Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Pathology. 
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3.  That  he  has  attended  not  less  than  two  six  months'  courses  of  Clinical  Medi- 

cine and  Clinical  Surgery. 

4.  That  he  has  attended  two  six  months'  courses  of  Practical  Anatomy. 

5.  That  he  has  attended  for  at  least  eighteen  months,  or  three  periods  of  six 

months  each,  the  Medical  and  Surgical  practice  of  a  Hospital  in  which  are 
contained  not  less  than  fifty  beds  under  the  charge  of  not  less  than  two 
physicians  or  surgeons,  and  that  he  has  been  engaged  for  at  least  six  months 
in  compounding  medicines  at  a  Hospital,  a  Dispensary,  or  with  a  duly 
licensed  practitioner. 

6.  That  he  has  attended  at  least  six  cases  of  Midwifery,  either  in  a  lying-in- 

hospital,  or  in  a  private  practice  under  the  supervision  of  a  regular  medical 
practitioner. 

VIII.  Out  of  the  four  years  of  medical  and  surgical  study  required  by  clause 
III.  one  full  course  on  each  branch  mentioned  in  Sections  I  and  2,  Clause  VII., 
must  be  attended  in  this  University. 

• 

IX.  Courses  of  less  length  than  the  above  (Clause  VII.)  will  only  be  received 
for  the  time  over  which  they  have  extended. 

X.  Every  candidate  for  the  degree  must,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March, 
deliver  to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty — 

1 .  A  declaration,  in  his  own  handwriting,  that  he  has  completed  his  twenty-nrst 

year  of  age  (or  that  he  will  have  done  so  before  the  day  of  graduation). 

2.  A  statement  of  his  studies,  accompanied  with  proper  certificates. 

XI.  Every  candidate  shall  be  examined  both  in  writing  and  viva  voce.  The 
examinations  are  divided  into  Primary  and  Final. 

a.  The  Primary,  comprehending  Anatomy,  Physiology  (including  Histo- 
logy), Hygiene,  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Chemistry,  Practical  Chemistry, 
and  Botany. 

b.  The  Final— Practice  of  Medicine,  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  the  Diseases  of  Children,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Pathol- 
logy  and  Gynecology. 

XII.  Candidates  may,  if  they  choose,  be  admitted  to  examination  on  the  Pri- 
mary Branches  at  the  end  of  the  third  year  of  their  study.  The  Final  Examina- 
tion shall  not  take  place  until  the  candidate  has  completed  his  fourth  year  of 
study. 

REGULATIONS . 

1st.  The  Session  of  each  year  will  commence  on  the  first  week  of  October,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  a  vacation  at  Christmas,  will  continue  to  the  end  of  March. 
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2ncl.  Each  Professor  shall  deliver  one  hundred  and  twenty  lectures,  except  those 
of  Clinical  Medicine,  Clinical  Surgery,  Pathology,  Gynecology,  Hygiene,  and 
Practical  Chemistry,  of  which  only  two  lectures  a  week  will  be  required ;  Botany 
of  which  three  lectures  a  week  will  be  required  ;  Medical  Jurisprudence,  if  ex- 
tending through  six  months,  three  lectures  a  week. 

3rd.  Each  lecture  shall  be  of  one  hour's  duration. 

4th.  Written  or  oral  examinations  may  be  held  by  each  Professor  once  a  week, 
upon  the  subjects  treated  of  in  his  preceding  lectures,  and  every  such  examination, 
shall  be  considered  a  lecture. 

5th.  Each  Professor  shall,  at  intervals,  call  a  roll  of  the  names  of  the  students 
attending  his  class. 

6th.  Tickets  which  have  not  a  certificate  of  regular  attendance  shalbbe  rejected 
when  presented  as  testimonials,  previous  to  examination,  unless  the  omission  be 
satisfactorily  accounted  for. 


FEES. 

1.  The  fee  for  the  classes  of  Pathology,  Gynecology,  Hygiene,  and  Botany, 
shall  be  $6  ;  Practical  Histology  $16,  and  that  of  all  other  classes  $12,  except 
Medical  Jurisprudence,  and  Practical  Anatomy  which  shall  be  $10  each.  The 
annual  fee  for  enregistration  shall  be  $4. 

2.  Any  student  having  paid  the  fees,  and  attended  two  courses  of  lectures  in 
any  class,  except  Practical  Chemistry  and  Practical  Histology,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  perpetual  ticket  for  the  same. 

3.  The  fee  for  the  degree  of  Master  in  Surgery  and  Doctor  of  Medicine  shall  be 
$20,  to  be  paid  by  successful  candidates,  together  with  the  registration  fee  of  $5. 

4.  All  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance.
